Legislature To Recess This 
Week; Short Session Most 
Important In State’s History 


MONTGOMERY, Ala, Feb. 3. 
With t& six weeks’ recess to be 
taken Thursday or Friday and 
with but one bill of major conse- 
quence remaining for final passage 
before the representatives 
and senators will return to the 
Cupitol Wednesday afternoon to 
wind up probably the most impor- 
tant short session ever held by an 
Alabama Legislature, 

THlaving passed the New Deal 
bills which Goy. Bibb Graves con- 
tends will bring $88,000,000 of fed- 
eral recovery funds into Alabama 
in the near future, the law-makers, 
on the last day of the current 
short session, will take up the 
“key” bill of the entire lot, the 
State Public Works Board pro- 
posal,

When approved 
will concentrate 


this measure 
the entire recov- 
ery program in the hands of the 
board—-and the governor—since 
the bill gives the board authority 
to approve or reject any applica- 
tion for federal loans from the 
many boards, commissions and 
other publie works bodies which 
ere created in the Deal 
measures, 

Already the Legislature has con- 
sumed 13 of the 50 days required 
for the 1935 legislative session, and 
in addition to the New Deal and 
the referendum bills, has passed in 
rapid order all but one of the bills 
asked by Goy. Graves, changing 
the setup of the various depart- 
ments directly under the governor. 

In all, 47 of the 251 bills intro- 
duced in the two houses during the 
first 13 legislative days, haye been 
passed by the legislative branches, 
and most of them have been sign- 
ed by the governor, 

Only one, bill has been actually 
defeated in passage and but one 
measure sent to the governor’s of- 
fice met the chief executive's dis- 
approval. It was amended to meet 
the governor's 
sent back to 
signature. 

Not until the legislators return 
Wednesday will the date of the 
final meeting of the Legislature 
this week be decided. When the 
House and Senate recessed Satur- 
day afternoon it was decided to 
hold two legislative days this week, 
beginning with the Wednesday af- 
ternoon session, but whether the 
second legislative day would be 
held Thursday or Friday remained 
unsettled. 

The adjourned session, accord- 
ing to plans announced by legis- 
lative leaders Saturday, will open 
March 19, and from then until late 
in June the Legislature probably 
will remain in session to complete 
the remaining 35 legislative days. 

Soon after the recess of the Leg- 
islature the campaign to mogify 
Alabama’s drastic prohibition laws 
will reach full stride and will be 
settled at the polls, February 26. 

Three recess committees, mean- 
time, will work during the recess. 
These committees will draw up the 
governor's revenue bill, consider 
proposed judicial reforms in Ala- 
bama and weigh education, high- 
ways and agricultural problems. 

Aside from the New Deal bills 
and the Public Works Board meas- 
ure, yet remaining for passage, the 
current short session of the Legis- 
lature was distinguished primarily 
by the rapid passage of the prohi- 
bition referendum measure and va- 
rious administration bills, 

Uneor the terms of the referen- 
dum  .1, voters in Alabama will 
have an opportunity at the polls 
February 26 to cast their ballots 
on the following questions: 

1. Shall Alabama’s laws against 
prohibited liquors be modified ? 

2. Shall Alabama legalize the 
sale, manufacture and distribution 
of wines and beer? 

3. Shall Alabama legalize the 
sale, manufacture and distribution 
of hard liquors under strict state 
regulations but under no condition 
any saloons?

response lo Gov, Graves’ initial 
message to the Legislature, gave 
the governor the right to discharge, 
with or without ciuse, any person 
appointed by him in any of the 
state executive departments, 

The Legislature next passed the 
administration - sponsored Walker 
bill, taking the TVA from jurisdic- 
tion of the Alabama Publie 
vice Commission, 

Then was passed the bill abol- 
ishing the office of stute fire mar- 
shal wnd transferring the duties of 
the office to the State Insurance 
Department, quickly followed by 
passage of the prohibition refer- 
endum measure, requested by Gov 
Graves to carry out his campaign 
pledge. 

The governor requested that the 
one man highway commission op- 
erating during the Miller admin- 
istration be increased to a three- 
member body, with each member 
drawing annual salaries of $3 
and the Legislature, without 
mur, passed the, bill. 

Similar rapid passage wus piven 
other administration bills, increas 
ing the State Board of Administra- 
toin from one to two members, 
and enlarging the State Tax Com- 
mission from one to three mem- 
bers. As in the highway com- 
mission bill, salaries of the board 
members and tax commissioners 
were limited to $3,600 a year. 

One additional bill sponsored by 
the governor in his first message, 
abolishing the office of state pris- 
on inspector, has been introduced 
but probably will not pass until 
the adjourned session. 

Besides the administration bills 
specifically outlined by the gover- 
hor in his message, the Legisla- 
ture during the last few weeks 
gave right of way to other propos- 
als later outlined and endorsed by 
the governor. 

One of these gives Gov. Graves 
the power to refund the $14,000,000 
or more debt funding warrants of 
1933, now drawing interest at the 
rate of 5 per cent, at a reduced 
interest rate. 

Another repeals the special 1 
cent gasoline tax of 1931, which 
would have expired September 30, 
1935, and the 1 cent gasoline tax 
levied in 1932, and in place of these 
levies imposed a permanent tax 
of 2 cents, half of the proceeds to 
be placed in a pool by the state 
and the other half by the counties, 
beneficiaries of the 1931 tax, to 
provide a fund of $3,000,000 to be 
used in meeting federal aid funds 
during the next 12 months. 

After February 1, 136, however, 
the counties will continue to re- 
ceive, the proceeds of the renewed 
1 cent tax of 1931. 

Another reorganizes the military 
advisory board, giving the gover- 
nor power to name the adjutant 
general and still another authoriz- 
es Gov. Graves to parole, with or 
without costs, convicts in misde- 
meanor cases. Under the latter 
measure the state is expected to 
Save $160,000 in discharge fees and 
other court costs in connection 
with the 5,100 convicts paroled by 
Gov. Miller.

Mr. Matthews was displaying 
ne of his models here last week 
and to writer it looked just 
the same as uny we have ever 
seen Jullte & number have been 
made and they are now seattered 
over two or three states. He also 
repairs mud reconditions these in- 
struments, supplying whatever 
broken or lost parts that may be 
needed, 

It was learned from Mr, Mat- 
thews that every single piece of 
material used by him was raised 
right here in the county, The prin- 
cipal wood used is Maple, although 
some pine is used, and all of it 
comes from the forests of Coffee 
County. The only thing bought 
for use on Mr, Matthews’ Fiddles 
is the set of strings, 

When asked about his equipment 
for making Fiddles, Mr. Matthews

replied that his principal tools 
were a pocket knife, hack saw, 
chisel and @ home-made tool he 
used for scraping the wood, Of 


course, we do not know very much 
ibout “Fiddling," but the tunes 
from Mr, Matthews’ Coffee County

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GIRL KILLED NEAR TROY 


WHEN STRUCK BY AUTOMOBILE 
DRIVEN BY COMMISSIONER LEE 


Mary Alice Johnson died Thurs- 
day at 7:45 p.m., at a local hos- 
pital, from injuries received when 
struck by an automobile about 4 
o'clock Thursday afternoon as she 
was going to a roadside mail box 
on the Troy and Elba highway. 

The accident oceurred in front 
of her unele Jack Fryer's home 
about five miles from Troy. Mr. 
Fountaine Lee, a member of the 
Commissioner's Court of Coffee 
County, was the driver of the car. 
The child had been with her moth- 
er and several friends to visit 
neighbors in the community and 
en route home they parked the car 
on the roadside to get the mail. 

It is said Mr, Lee slowed down 
to pass the car, and it is reported 
the child ran across the road di- 
rectly in the path of the machine, 
being struck and carried several 
yards, receiving fatal injuries. 

Mr. Lee and other oceupants of 
the car rushed her to the hospital 
where she died a few hours later, 
She was reported to have received 
& broken arm, chest injuries and 
probably a fractured skull.

An examination of the books of 
the various county officials of this 
division discloses them neatly and 
correctly kept, and readily avail- 
able for inspection. Likewise, the 
bonds of the various officers are 
adequate in amount and amply se- 
cured, The Grand Jury learned 
that some of the books and rec- 
ords of former officials of the 
County are now being examined, 
and we recommend the examina- 
tion of the books and records of 
all the county officials as soon as 
possible. 

Our committee who investigated 
the alms house report that the 
buildings are in immediate need 
of repair; that the water-tank has 
fallen, which necessitates the car- 
rying of water by hand for their 
personal use and other uses. This 
water condition has caused laxity 
in removing filth from the walls 
and floors of the buildings, which 
are now in an unsanitary condi- 
tion. The roof has been leaking 
in several of the bedrooms. The 
inmates themselves appear to be 
well provided for and make no 
complaint. We recommend that 
the foregoing conditions be rem- 
edied at once. 

The committee who visited the 
jail report it in first-class condi- 
tion with the exception of the ser- 
vice pipe to the bath in the up- 
stairs extra room, and recommend 
that it be replaced with a new one 
immediately.

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Nets Banking Bill Makes

“Sweeping Changes In The 


Federal Rese rve Systems 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5. Pro- 
posing sweeping changes in the 
Federal Reserve act, the Admin- 
istration yesierday sent its bank- 
ing program to Chairman Henry 
13, Steagall, of the House Banking 
mid Currency Committee, for in- 
troduction us an omnibus bill 
today. 

Under the proposed legislation 
the Federal Reserve Board and the 
Administration would acquire a 
much more centralized authority 
over the banking structure of the 
Nation than it now possesses, Sev- 
eral of the proposed changes in the 
acl would make the Reserve Sys- 
tem a centralized one in everything 
but name. 

The bill will provide for the mer- 
ger of the offices of chairman of 
the board of directors and gover- 
nor of each of the 12 Reserve 
banks, with appointments to be 
made by the directors of each 
bank, as at present, but subject to 
the approval of the Reserve Board. 


Open market operations of the 
system (purchase and sale of Gov- 
ernment obligations) would be ex- 
panded and placed under the domi- 
nation of the Reserve Board, whose 
welion would be binding on all 
banks. In additon the board would 
become the controlling factor in 
recommending the discourit rate 
policies of the system, 

The proposed legislation would 
give the Reserve Board full au- 
thority to determine the eligibility 
of paper for discount, both as to 
its nature and the limit of maturi- 
ty. National banks would be per- 
mitted to make louns on real es- 
tate on un amortization basis for 
periods up to 20 years (the limit 
is now 5 years) and up to 75 per 
cent of the value of the property 
(the limit is now 50 per cent). 

Perhaps more far-reaching than 
any of these proposals, however, 
was one described in a brief resu- 
me of the bill given out by Repre- 
sentative Steagall, as follows: 

“Collateral requirements for 
Federal Reserve notes shall be re- 
pealed, and the office of Federal 
Reserve Agent shall be abolished.” 

There was no further explana- 
tion of this provision, but outright 
repeal of that section of the Fed- 
eral Reserve act prescribing col- 
jateral requirements for the issu- 
ance of Federal Reserve notes 
without establishing some substi- 
tute would leave the Reserve 
banks free to issue paper currency 
without any check—virtually a 
printing press power under the 
control of the Federal Government. 

This proposal, along with some 
of the others, went far beyond 
what had generally been expected, 
even by those who understood that 
the Administration’s program 
would be a long step away from 
a regional and toward a central- 
ized system. 

There appears no doubt that this 
bill will become one of the most 
controversial in this session of 
Congress, with the orthodox bank- 
ing and monetary school, led by 
Senator Carter Glass (D), of Vir- 
ginia, fighting it every step of its 
way. Senator Glass, incidentally, 
is chairman of a sub-committee 
that must pass on such legislation. 

The Virginian last night declined 
to discuss the measure beyond as- 
serting he had not seen it. He said 
that Governor Marriner S. Eccles, 
of the Reserve Board, had volun- 
tarily promised to show him the 
Administration’s bill before it was 
sent to Capitol Hill, but that Gov- 
ernor Eccles has not kept his word. 

Senator Glass, father of the Fed- 
eral Reserve act and a former 
Secretary of the Treasury, was 
said by friends to be infuriated 
by the proposals offered in this 
program, because many of them 
represent the antithesis of what 
he has been fighting for in the way 
of banking legislation for more 
than 20 years. 

Submission of the Administra- 
tion’s banking program to Capitol 
Hill was done quietly, almost se- 
cretively. There was no announce- 
ment until late in the day, when 
Mr. Steagall handed to a few 
newspapermen mimeographed cop- 
ies of a summary of the proposed 
legislation. 

The summary described the om- 


nibus banking bill as divided into 
three parts, one making changes 
in the Federal deposit: insuranc: 
law, another containing amend- 
ments to the reserve act, and the 
third section proposing a long list 
of technical changes in existing 
banking law, many of which were 
in the Bulkley banking bill, which 
last June failed of enactment. 

Under the Federal Reserve act 
amendments, the first described 
provided for combination of the of- 
fices of chairman of board of di- 
rectors and governor at each Re- 
serve Bank, “appointments to be 
made annually by the directors of 
the bank, after approval by the 
Federal Reserve Board,” and with 
the further provision that vice- 
governors are to be selected in 
the same manner. 

Another proposal provides that 
directors of all classes of a Re- 
serve Bank shall not hold office 
for more than six consecutive 
years, except in the case of gover- 
nor and vice-governor, 

New qualifications for members 
of the Reserve Board are set up, 
providing that future appointees 
shall be “persons well qualified by 
education or experience or botii 
to participate in the formulation 
of national economic and montie- 
tary policies.” 

The governor of the board would 
be selected from the Nation at 
large. At present no two mem- 
bers of the board may be appoint- 
ed from the same Reserve district. 
Another provision would end the 
governor's membership on the 
board when he is no longer desig- 
nated as governor by the Presi- 
dent. 

Salaries of Reserve Board mem- 
bers appointed in the future would 
be increased from $12,000 to $15,- 
000, ‘with compulsory retirement 
at 70 on $12,000 pension.” Present 
members would be eligible for re- 
tirement at 70, with proportionate 
pensions allowed for service of 
less than 12 years. 

Of the present board members, 
Charles S. Hamlin is 73 years old; 
Adolph C. Miller, past 69 years 
old; George R. James, past 68 
years old, and J. J. Thomas, 66 
years old. Although the retire- 
ment provision would not be man- 
datory on them, it is an invitation 
to members to retire when they 
reach 70 years. 

The open-market provision of the 
reserve act—now placing that 
function in a committee of 12 
each bank selecting one—would be 
amended to provide for a commit- 
tee consisting of the governor and 
two members of the board, elect- 
ed annually by the board, and two 
governors of the Reserve banks, 
elected annually by the governors 
of all the Reserve banks. 

“This committee shall make rec- 
ommendations about discount rate 
policies and shall formulate the 
system's open-market policies, 
which shall be binding on the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks.” 

Thus a committee controlled by 
the board would have the authori- 


sell any amount of Government se- 
curities at any time—a power of 
great value to the Administration, 
should the success of any Treasury 
bond offering be threatened. In 
addition the new bill would make 
any obligation the principal and 
interest of which are guaranteed 
by the United States eligible for 
purchase by Federal Reserve banks 
without regard to maturity. This 
would bring HOLC and FCA bonds 
into the open-market operations of 
the banks. 

The provision regarding paper 
eligible for discount is described 
in the summary as follows: 

“Any sound asset of a member 
bank shall be eligible for discount 
at a Reserve bank, subject to reg- 
ulations of the Federal Reserve 
Board, and the board shall also 
have authority to prescribe limita- 
tions on maturity of advances to 
member banks.” 

The board also would be given 
authority to change reserve re- 
quirements as to any or all reserve 
districts and as to time or demand 
deposits. 

In an apparent effort to attract 
new members into the system, it is

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BANKHEAD TENANT FARM 
BILL GROWING IN FAVOR 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 10.—Offi- 
cials suid today there was growing 
support within the administration 
for &@ measure drawn by Senator 
Bankhead (D), Alabama, which 
proposes Federal loans to help end 
the tenant system of farming, 

Zankhead, author of the com- 
pulsory cotton control act, drafted 
his bill while agricultural adjust- 
ment officials were concerned with 
reports — of rising resentment 
against the AAA and landlords 
among Southern sharecroppers and 
renters. 

The Alabama Senator's propos- 
al would establish an ageney simi- 
lav to the Home Owners Loan Cor- 
poration. Only tenants would be 
eligible for the loan to purchase 
lands already in cultivation, The 
loans would bear a low rate of in- 
terest and would be amortized over 
a period of 30 yeurs, 

“T want the rentals now being 
paid to finanee. ultimately, the 
farm purchased by each tenant,” 
3unkhead said, 

Seerctary Wallace and the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion have said nothing publicly 
about the latest Bankhead bill but 
some officials who have studied the 
problem feel it is the most logical 
approach toward the elimination 
of a system admittedly bad, 

The national resources board in 
its report assailed the Southern 
tenant system but concrete pro- 
posals to get rid of it were lacking. 

Some supporters of the Bank- 
head measure would not be sur- 
prised if President Roosevelt ap- 
proved his proposal or similar leg- 
islation. Senator Russell (D), 
Georgia, also has put forward a 
measure with ideas similar to 
those in the Bankhead bill. 

Although the AAA had an in- 
vestigator, Mrs. Mary C. Myers, 
in eastern Arkansas during recent 
trouble there between spokesmen 
for tenants and authorities, there 
was little indication today that any 
drastic change would result from 
her report. 

An attempt was made to inter- 
pret the voluntary cotton contract 
as stipulating that landlords must 
retain the tenants on their places 
who were there when the owners 
joined the control plan, 

AAA officials said today land- 
lords were not required to keep 
the same tenants and that the con- 
tract meant landowners weve not 
to displace tenants without ob- 
taining others to take their places. 
Even this requirement is elastic. 
Mrs. Myers' report is in the hands 
of AAA officials but it has not 
been made public. 

AAA officials said that reverses 
in recent years had deprived many 
former landowners of their farms 
and that there had been a surpris- 
ing growth of tenant conditions in 
areas outside the South.

The Rural Rehabilitation Pro- 
gram in Coffee County is proving 
successful even beyond the hopes 
of those responsible for its admin- 
istration. At one time it was 
thought that 175 would represent 
4& satisfactory number of families 
to find placement through this pro- 
gram, To date, however, 252 fam- 
ilies have been placed on land and 
it is anticipated that the number 
will reach 300 by March first. The 
success of the program is due to 
the initiative of Farm Foremen Ed 
Wallace, Carl Brodks, Howard 
Wise, Sam Boswell and Julian Tay- 
lor, and to the spirit of coopera- 
tion shown by the land owners of 
Coffee County in renting to Rural 

Subseribers, 

Arrangements are now being 
completed for the purchase of the 
stock, feed, seed, fertilizer and 
hardware which these 300 farmers 
will need in order to get started. 
It is the desire and tntention of 
the local division of the Rural Re-; 
habilitation Corporation to buy lo- 
cally as far as possible. All buy- 
ing will be done on invitations to 
bid. Those interested in selling to 
the Rural Rehabilitation Corpora- 
tion in Coffee County are request- 
ed to call at the office, second floor 


of the First National Bank Build- 
ing in Elba, and secure specifica- 
tions and invitations to bid 

The local division of the Corpo- 
ration will need approximately 200 
steers. The Alabama Rural Reha 
bilitation has steers available in 
Montgomery, As has ulready been 
stated, however, buying in Coffee 
County will be done locally if con- 
ditions permit. Furthermore, it is 
felt that local acclimated steers 
will probably prove more satisfac- 
tory than the Western stock avail- 
able through the State office of the 
Corporation, ‘Two hundred sets of 
harness and farm tools will be 
needed, The local office of the 
Corporation is now receiving bids 
for requirements for February: 80 
tons of feed will be bought. Bid- 
ders will have the privilege of ex- 
tending bids throughout the year 
Approximately 300 tons of feed 
will be needed for the coming 
season, 

On February 26 at 10 A. M,, in 
the office at Elba, bids will be re- 
ceived for approximately 400 tons 
of fertilizer. These bids will be 
publicly opened at the time and 
place above stated, but bids may 
be made at any time up to that 
date, It is not necessary that bids 
be made on all items. Bids are 
invited from all local people who 
are interested.
